A PRINCE'S BRIDE. 


- POLA NEGKI'’S LATEST 
ROMANCE. 


Pola Negri, beautiful heroine 
of countless romances. of the 
screen, not to mention those real 


life ones with which her name. 


has been connected in: the past, 
has added yet another to her list 


‘by becoming a princess. ‘On May 


5, she was wed to the young 
and dashing Prince Serge Mdivani 
of Russia, a scion of that old 


nobility, which flourished during | q 


the Tsarist regime, but now one 
of the many exiles from his native 
land. The marriage took place at 
a wonderful old world chateau be- 
long to his bride, a few miles out- 
side Paris, and was ‘conducted by 
the Mayor of Paris. She is not 
the first film star to become a 
Princess, and in this. connection 
there is yet another touch of ro- 
mance in so far as it*is less than 
a year ago, that Pola was matron 
‘of honour at the wedding of Mae 
Murray when she was married to 
the present bridegroom's brother, 
Prince David Mdivani, ‘Tt was 
then that Pola met her husband- 
to-be for the first time. Valentino 
was alive, and he was _ Prince 
David's best man,. He died not 
long afterwards, and there are 
few who will forget the photo- 
graphs of Pola Negri, clad in deep- 
est mourning, kneeling beside the 
bier upon which her dead lover 
lay. But for Valentino's death 
they would have been married, 
and it was during the days which 
fallowed the amazing scenes 
which occurred at that .time that 
Prince Serge was ever present 
with his sympathy. 

Crown Romance By Marriage. 

Now comes. the news of their 
wedding, and -already the lovers 
are on the way to Paris, aboard 
the “Aquitania,” there to crown 
their romance by marriage. 

.Not even among -stars of 
screen or stage js there a woman 
who has experienced so many 


thrilling adventures, or figured in: 


so many exciting romances as 
Pola Negri, She has seen her 
home burnt to the ground during 
a revolution, and has had to flee, 
penniless and homeless, foi her 
very life.. Born near Lipnau, in 
Poland, she was the daughter of 
a member of one of the oldest 
families in the turbulent coun- 
try. In those days she was 
known as Appolonia Chalupez, and 
only changed. her name to Pola 
Negri when she decided to: take 
up a dramatic career. The latter, 
name she adopted because of her 
admiration for. the poems of Ada 
Negri, the Italian poetess, She 
was only eight years of age when 
the revolution of 1905 burst over 
Poland, and her father was one 
of the first to volunteer for ser- 
vice on behalf of the land of his 
birth.

Intperial School of Ballet, ‘She 
went and attained considerable 
success, but owing to a natural 
frailty of build she could not con- 
tinue with her career as a dancer, 
and took up acting. She made her 
debut at the Kleines Theatre. 
Warsaw, where she played the 


-|title-role in’ ‘Hauptmann’s ‘‘Ban- 


nele.”.* 

. Rumblings of Great War. 
For a whole year she play- 

ed there, -adding’to her laurels 

with very new pieces. Then came 


{the rumblings of the Great’ War 


and the theatre was turned into a 
hospital, She went to the Im- 
perial Theatre, there she appeared 
In “Sumurun,” ‘and it was at this 
time that the: first touch of 
romance came into her.life. A 
young artist, who had asked to 
paint her picture, fell desperate- 
ly ill, and Pola lost her heart to 
‘such an extent that.she threw up 
all her engagements to nurse her 
lover back to, health. Unfortun- 
ately he died, and: heart-broken, 
Pola decided that she would de-

MISSING MONEY. 


CHARGES. AGAINST FOUR 
BOY

SUGGESTIONS OF CHINESE 


CHAMBER. \ 
? 


. ASSISTANCE NEEDED, 


‘The extent to which the Chin- 
ese business community’ assisted 
the Colony in the matter of 
revenue derived from taxes and 
their alate therefore to assistance 
was stressed at a meeting of the 


yesterday when replies were re- 
ceived from various Chinese busi- 
ness concerns to a letter the 
Chamber had circulated asking 
for suggestions which might help 
in restoring normal trade: con- 
ditions in the Colony so far as 
Chinese business men were con- 
cerned, “ 

The general tone of the replies 
was not very optimistic, increased 
Wages and other factors such as 
the increase of‘trading risks with 
the unsettled state of China and 
the effect of the removal of the 
Rents Restriction Ordinance on 
shopkeepers being pointed to as 
hindering a return to pre-Strike 
business conditions. ig > 
A suggestion made by’ the 
Chinese Bankers’ Association was 
that the loosening of credit re- 
strictions by the bigger banks 
would remove’ considerably the 
distrust which now characterised 
many business transactions. 
They were of opinion that the re- 
served held by such Banks justi- 
fied the granting of loans against 
reasonable security, 

Difficult Times. 

Mr. Ip Lan-chuen, Secretary of 
the Chamber, thought that things 
were more or less bound to remain 
in the present state so long as the 
provinces of Kwangtung and 
Kwangsi were in an, unsettled 
condition, but he thought that-the 
Government could help more by 
granting financial support. in 
legitimate | business ventures. 
Unless they received assistance it 
was going to be extremely dif- 
ficult for the. merchants to get 


back any considerable volume of |, 


trade which had been lost in re- 
cent: years. The speaker ingtanc- 
ed the cases of rice from Saigon,

Singapore, ground nuts and yarns 
These commodi- 
ties were previously distributed 
through Hong Kong, but now they. 
were shipped direct to the buying 
ports. ' The sellers, finding the 
necessary direct shipping facili- 
ties, would not now ship their 
products through Hong Kong: 

Mr. Ip Lan-chuen also thought 
that the Government could assist 
by displaying leniency in regard 
to matters which were pressing 
rather heavily on Chinese busi- 
ness people—such as the repeated 
fines for. obstruction of employees 
working on the Praya from carry- 
ing goods from ship to godown, 
and the . regulations forbidding 
merchants to extend without go- 
ing to a great deal. of expense and 
delay. 

It was thought that the two 
Chinese ‘members on the Legisla- 
tive Council might be approached 
with a view to getting greater 
leniency in difficult times and a 
degree of confidence amongst mer- 
chants jn order that trade might 
be revived on the old scale.

REBUFF TO KING. 


MADRID PROFESSORS OBJECT 
+ TO RECTORSHIP. 


King: Alfonso’s nomination’ as 
Doctor honoris causa and Rector 
of the University of Madrid has 
given rise to an interesting dis- 
cussion, which has resulted in one 
of the most significant events 
since the advent of the dictator- 
ship in Spain. . 

: The proposal in favour, of con- 
ferring the academic honour on 
the King emanated from the 
Faculty of Philosophy in agree- 
ment with the Government, which 
was desirous of thus celebrating 
the twenty-fifth: anniversary of 
the King’s coming to the throne. 
The resolution was taken virtually 
by surprise and without the 
knowledge of the professors of 
most prestige in the, Faculty. The 
initiators of the idea thought that 
Madrid would not offer any seri- 
ous opposition, Their mistake is 
proved by the debate originated 
by the discussion of the motion. 
Such an event is in these days a 
matter for comment, and as hap- 
pens whenever the ' censorship 
tries to suppress ‘news it becomes 
known with almost: unbelievable 
rapidity.” a 

The motion naming King 
Aifonso Doctor honoris causa and 
Rector was confronted ‘with an- 
other proposal signed by fourteen 
professors of the greatest pres- 
tige declaring that this nomina- 
tion was unwarranted and in- 
opportune. * ° 

_ Thus the projected homage to 
|King, Alfonso was converted into 


a session of harsh criticism, dur-| 
ing which, in spite of the ener-|_ 


getic intervention of the Rector, 
who tried to coerce the professors, 
all gave free vent to their opinion 
respecting the way the King has 
fulfilled his constitutional duties, 
criticising. him for allowing the 
Government to trample on the 
rights . of the great intellectual 
figures of the Spanish Univer- 
ties, such as Professor Miguel de 
Unamuno, one of Spain's finest 
characters, who, after being exiled 
and illegally deprived ‘of his 
Chair, is forced to reside in 
Hendaye. .- . : 

It is interesting to note that the 
opposition provoked by the King’s 
nomination included many pro- 
fessora without strong political 
views, and others differing as 
widely in their politics as Senor 
Bullon, a Conservative, and Senor 
Besteiro, a Socialist. ‘Tha voting 
resulted ina moral triumph’ for 
the opposition, who obtained nix- 
teen votes. against, forty. of the 
partisans of: the. nomination . of 
the King and sixty who.abstained, 
the majority of whom. may be 
gonaiacer as against, the nomina-

DUCAL YACHTSMAN. 


VARIED SPORTING. | 
“ACTIVITIES.” 


The Duke.of Leeds, who died on 
May 10, had long been one of our 
leading sportsmen. He had | been 
Commodore of the Royal Yacht 
Squadron for -seven, years, Was 
muster of the Bedale Hunt and a 
prominent member of the National 
Coursing -Club. He was formerly 
n member of the House of Commons 
and one of the Conservative Whips, 
but had taken little part in politics 
since. his-succession to the Duke- 
dom, 4 
Sir George Godolphin Oxborne 
was the tenth Duke and he held the 
title of Prince of the. Holy Roman 
Empire. The family is an ancient 
cne, the Oshornes having been land- 
owners in Kent as far back as the 
reign of Henry VI, The Duke could 
trace his descent to two Lord 
Mayors of London, Sir Edward 
Osborne, who was Chief Magistrate 
of the City in 1583, having married 
the daughter of a previous, Lord 
Mayor. Be 

‘The Duke was a_fine sportsman. 
As Master of the Bedale Hunt, he 
was a keen rider to hounds, and he 
was never happier than when on 
board his yacht. He waa elected a 
member of the Royal Yacht Squa- 
dron in 1898, Being then owner of 
the Gl-ton yacht, “Lohengrin.” 
Afterwards he became owner in suc- 
cession of the yacht “Coiisande,” 
the & Y. “Fireflash,” and the S. Y, 
“Aries,” a vessel which was mined 
whilst on service during the war. 
He had since acquired the 300-ton 
S. ¥. “Aries,""which was orginally 
‘known as “Ocean Rover.” 

In the course of his yachting 
career he did some racing in the 
jerater “Mehalah.” -He was elect- 
ed Vice-Commodore of the Squadron 
fn 1901, and succeeded | the late 
Marques of Ormonde aa: the sixth 
Commodore. of .the club soon after 
the latter’s death in. 1919. 

The Duke was 4 leading member 
of the National Coursing Club. For 
three years in succegsion his doga 
were runners-up for the Waterloo 
Cup, and he twice won the Water- 
loo Purag. a ;

- US. TENNIS STAR'S 
INJURY. 


“Tiden’s knee against the 
world” is the way some of the ex- 
perts, have summed up the pros- 
pects for Wimbledon. 

Tennis knee is a-new name for 
an old injury. Under its old title 
of dogeart knee, the condition 
from-which Mr, Tilden is suffer- 
ing Was familiar but comparative- 
ly infrequent. nes 
The head of the shinbone, 
which forms the lower part of the 
knee-joint, is deepened and rein- 
forced by two semi-circular-rims 
of griatle known as the semilunar 
cartilages. A sudden twist may 
wrench one of these away from 


. jits attachment, or even tear it in 


two, 

Such a movement can only take 
place im certain positions." The 
knee-joint: cannot rotate when it 
is straight, but the slight turn 
{nvolved in stepping down from 
the front gent of a high dogeart 
left the cartilage unprotected 
against any sudcen strain. The 
rapid’ and forcible movements 
neceasitated by tennis, football, 
and even golf are, of course, far 
more liable to cause damage. 


First Indications. 


A sudden, excruciating pain 
and the locking of the joint in a 
bent position are the first indica- 
tion of what kas happened. The 
loose cartilage, nipped between 
the bone ends, provents them 
from meeting,’ as they. must in 
erder to attain the straight posi- 
tion. ee hegre 

Even when it has been‘replaced 
by manipulation (a proceeding 
which should on no account be at- 
tempted by any but a medical 
man), there is a great tendency 
for the loosened portion to ‘slip 
out of its place once more. 
Should it persist in doing so, there 
is nothing for it but ‘operation. 
The loose part must be made fast 
by opening the joint and stitch- 
ing it in position, cutting off fray- 


.Jed ends if necessary. 


Operations on the knee-foint, 
however, are not lightly. to be 
undertaken, and those who can 
satisfactorily make shift with a 
surgical appliance to keep the 
damaged parts in position would

CONTROVERSY OVER NEW 
" DECISION. 


Fierce controversy will rage 
round a new decision just made 
by the committee of the Felix- 


stowe Golf Club—one of the old-/ 


est in England. 

At a special committee meet- 
ing, Mr. E: Hawthorne, the cap- 
tain (whose handicap is 10), pro- 
posed that the full handicap dif- 
ference (instead of the existing 
three-quarters) should be allowed 
in bogey competitions and in 
match play on the course, and 
that the allowance in foursomes 
should be, in future, one-half and 
not’ three-eighths , (the | present 
allowance) of the combined handi- 
caps. 

The decision was put into force 
immediately, and tested on the 
spot. Twelve players, sof widely 

ifferent handicaps, played six 
matches, Of these, four ended 
on the 18th green and two on the 
lith green. : 

The change strikes a blow at 
the practice existing all over the 
world of golf., Under the accept- 
ed allowance in the past, # man 
whose handicap is 4, when play- 
ing an opponent whose handicap 
is 16, only allows 9 strokes in a 
round instead of the full differ- 
ence of 12 strokes. :

NO ATTACK ON DUKE OF - 
ee ARGYLL. és 


CAMERONS & GAMPBELLS, 
.. An attack said ‘to have been 
made by Col. D, W. Cameron of. 
Lochiel, on the Duke of Argyll, 
chief of the Clan Campbell, and 
reported. by the Press Associa- 
tion, was later described by o 
special correspondent of the same 
agency as being without founda- 
tion. .. ; . 

The first report stated that when 
the application by Argyll County 
Council to annex a part of West- 
ern Inverness-shire was discussed 
dt Inverness County Council 
Lochiel said the propoxal was the 
most outrageous instance of ter- 
ritorial oppression on the part of 
one county against another that 
had taken place within the past 
‘two or three centuries... : 

The Duke of Argyll, Lochiel 
added, was breeding true to type 
and showing all-the predatory in- 
stincts of past generations. 
Argyllshire saw a village grow- 
ing up across its boundary, and 
(like the crow) sought to pick 
out the eye of the neighbouring 
county. Whe argument put for- 
ward by’ Argyll was the word 
“administration,” © but he 
(Lochiel) never learned in school 
that greed spelt administration, 

“Expense in Blood.” 

The last attempt Argyllshire 
made upon Inverness-shire was at 
Inverlochy, when the Marquis of 
Montrose drove. them out with 
considerable loss to the Clan 
Campbell. They could not make 
them pay expense in blood to- 
day, but they could make’ them 
feel the burden in the rates.

for three days or under, 10 cents, 
or 2 cents per package per day or 
part of a day, whichever shall be 
the greater; second or continued 
yermit, after the first three days, 
double the above fee. 


The Superintendent’ of Imports 
and Exports is prepared in ap- 
proved ‘cases to issue permits for 
removal to the Imports and Exports
